A man to till land successfully must do so from choice. lie 


must have practical experience, which it takes lime lo'acquire, 
and he ijiusl have a love for his calling. 
It is therefore to be 


doubted that any experiment like t.hal to be fried by Massa- 
chusetts will prove a financial success. Vhe slate can build 
houses and place families in them, if it can find any who do 
not prefer the slums lo country life under any circumstances, 
but if it dreams that it will be ;lble lo make these families self- 
supporting there is an awnkening ahead.
